On November 24, 1971, an unidentified individual held 
up and hijacked Northwest Airlines Flight 405 between Portland, 
Oregon, and Seattle, Washington, and on landing in Seattle 
extorted $200,000 from the Northwest Airlines. He departed via 
the sane plane with the crew from the Seattle-Tacoma Airport, 
and investigation by the FBI to date has developed information 
that more than likely this individual left the airplane via 
parachute in the vicinity of Le Center, Washington. 


Our further investigation has developed that very likely 
he came down in an area of approximately three and one-half miles 
wide by six miles long. Thus far, in spite of extensive nation- 
wide investigation we have developed no. information that any of 
the money has turned up nor have we developed any information to 
indicate thet the individual successfully completed the jump and 
escaped alive. . : 


In view of the area to be searched and the magnitude 
of the problem, we request the assignuent of a Company of ground 
troops ea oe with support in order to search the terrain for 
the individual's body...
